Press dispatches 
from Europe have reported frequent 
clashes between British troops and re- 
bellious natives during recent months.

Staple Prices Mark Time 


Again for Week End- 


ing January 16 


MEMPHIS—(U. S. Dept. Agricul- 


turel—Another week 
of practically 


stationary cotton prices was noted in 
the seven-day period ending January 
16. Tho United States Department of 
Agriculture's report for the period 
follows: 


Demand for spot cotton appeared 


somewhat improved. Domestic con- 
sumption for the first five months of 
the season was about 700,000 bales be- 
low that for the same period a year 
ago. 
According to the Weather Bu- 


reau seasonal farm work was ham- 
pered in the south by frequent rains 
and wet soil. The average price of 
Middling spot cotton in the ten mar- 
kets on January 17th was 9.29c com- 
pared with 
9.27c January 9th 
and 


IG.SOc on the corresponding day a year 
igo. 


The volume of spot sales in the ten 


markets for the week 
was 
small, 


amounting to 59,311 bales, compared 
with 84,122 for the same week last 
season. Reports indicated that the 
basis for spot cotton was somewhat 
easier and inquiries seemed to con- 
tinue centered on the lower grades of 
cotton which are not plentiful in the 
offerings. According to the Bureau of 
Census, domestic consumption for "Dz- 
cember amounted to 
400,207 
bales, 


against 452,685 for December a year 
ago, 
and consumption for the five 


months ending ijecember 31st was 
2,000,000 bales against 
2.700,000 
last 


year for the same period. Stocks of 
raw cotton in consuming establish- 
ments on January 
1 were 
1.700,000 


bales, against 1,800,000 last season. 


Apparent supply of American cotton 


remaining in the United States on Jan- 
uary 1 amounted to 12,700,000 bales, 
compared with 10,200,000 year earlier, 
and 9,500.000 on January 1, 1929. Ex- 
ports during December were compar- 
atively small and to January 16 this 
season amounted 
to about 
4.200,000 


bales, against 4,600,000 a year ago. 


Grade differences were slightly re- 


vised the past week and on January 16 
the average of the ten markets for 
white Strict Low Middling was 60 
points off Middling and for Low Mid- 
dling 139.

cslimated by reliable sources that as 
a result of tho passage of this Act

As n result of them, however, 
many farm mortgage agencies now 
offer the long-time, low-rate, amor- 
tized loan. We must therefore 
ap- 


proach any discussion of the Federal 
Land Banks wilh a feeling that the 
major purposes which Congress had 
in mind, have been accomplished; and 
these benefits should be preserved. 


No Federal Funds 


Contrary to tho general impression 


that exists, the Federal Government 
furnishes the Federal Land Bank of 
St. Louis no funds whatever, either 
for the purpose of making loans or ex- 
ending payments. Our bank derives 
Is funds for lending purposes by bor- 
rowing from investors and the general 
public, through (lie medium of Fed- 
eral Land Bank bonds, which havi 
fixed maturity and a fixed rate of 
interest. 


The Land Bank acst as a "middle- 
nan" in Ihe farm mortgage business, 
iccuring funds from the investors as 
cheaply as possible and passing Ihem 
on lo its borrowers 
at

General's Copy of Last Or- 
der of Appomatox, Own-

The birthday of Robert E. Lee- 


Monday, January 19—recalls the text 
of his surrender . to Grant at Appo- 
mattox. 


One of the two known copies of 


this surrender, in General Lee's own, 
hand-writing, is owned by a Hope 
woman, Mrs. George S. Spragins. Gen- 
eral Lee, after writing out his last or- 
der, made a'copy of it for Major John 
F. Green, the father of Mrs. Spragins. 
The only other known copy is said to 
be in the possession of a man in Rich- 
mond, Va. 


The paper bears not only the name 


of Robert E. Lee but the signatures of 
score sof famous Southern generals 
and other officers who were gathered 
at that last meeting before the disso- 
lution of the Confederacy. 


General Lee's document follows: 
Hdqrs. Army Northern Virginia 
April 10th, 1865 
General Order No. 9. 
After four years of arduous service, 


marked by unsurpassed courage and 
'ortitude, the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia has been compelled to yield to 
overwhelming numbers and resources. 


I need not tell the brave survivors 


of so many hard-fought battles, who 
lave remained steadfast to the last, 
that I have consented to this result 
from no distrust of them. 


But feeling that valor and devotion 


could accomplish nothing that would 
compensate for Ihe loss that .must have 
attended the continuance of the con- 
test, I determined to avoid uselss sac- 
rifices of those whose past services 
have endeared them to their country- 


en. 
By the terms of the agreement, of- 


ficers and men can return to 
their 


homes and remain until exchanged. 
You will take with you the satisfac- 
tion that proceeds from consciousness 


f duty faithfully performed, and I 
earnestly pray that a merciful God 
will extend to you his blessing and 
protection. 


With an unceasing admiration of 


your constantcy and devotion to your 
country, and a grateful remembrance 
of your kind and generous considera- 
tion for myself. I bid you all an af- 
fectionate farewell.

NASHVILE, Tenn— (/P)—Col. Luke 


Lea, Nashville newspaper publisher, 
Saturday filed 10 libel suits against 
the Chattanooga Times, asking a total 
of $1,000,000 as damages. The suits 
were filed in Franklin county circuit 
court at Winchester. Each of the ten 
suits was for $100,000. 


The actions named the Chatlanooga 


'Times, through its Winchester agent, 
as defendant. 


Colonel Lea said the newspaper had 


charged him with "controlling" Tenn- 
essee affairs and impunged responsi- 
bility for loss of stale money in clos- 
ed banks. 


The Chattanooga Times, one of the 


famous newspapers 
of the 
South, 


which is being sued by Col. Luke Lea, 
is owned by Adolph Ochs, who owns 
the New York Times. Mr. Ochs start- 
ed his newspaper career a generation 
ago by purchasing the Tennessee pa- 
per. Having made this successful, he 
went to New York and bought the 
virtually bankrupt New York Times 
for 
$T5,000. A generation later 
the 


New York Times is reputed to do an 
annual business of $25,000,000.

influence" over American life and should be regulated by 
law, 3;. That newspapers "influence the commission of crimes 
and interfere with the administration of justice." 


4. That there must be something wrong with readers, or 


newspapers wouldn't be the way they are. 


5. That if judges and lawyers observed the ethics of 


their professions and had any fighting spirit, newspapers 
wouldn't be able to do the things for which they are criti- 
cised.Headers may take their choice or add any praise or ac- 
cusation that occurs to them. Apparently newspapers are 
pretty much what they are supposed to be—the daily news in 
print, plus comment, summary, interpretation. Anyone who 
thinks pobody would know anything about crime if it didn't 
appear in the newspapers should perform this mental exc-r- 
cise. Let him imagine himself in a community where there 
was no newspaper. If someone committed a crime, what 
would happen? It would be discussed at the corner grocery, 
over back fenses, in every home in the town, and wherever 
two or more persons met and had a moment to chat. And the 
rumors of the whys and wherefores and methods and motives 
cf that crime would be wilder than any methods and motives 
reputabel newspapers. The newspaper is pretty tame com- 
pared to the tongue busily engaged with gossip. — Pamyould 
Daily Press.

We hnve but one source from which 


to obtain the money necessary to meet 
these obligations, and that is from 
those to whom we have loaned it. 
And, whatever may be our personal 
inclination, and however touched wo 
may be by the needs of our people, it 
is imperative that we also recognize 
the obligation wo owe to those wbo 
have entrusted money to our care. 


Need In Emergency 


We are not unmindful of, and do not

American industrial living wage and 
i profit for capital engaged in indus- 
try. 


Obviously. Mr. Netherlands Federal 


Land Bank is of great value under 
any system. It would increase the 
profit for profitable farming, and un- 
der our present unprofitable agricul- 
ture it reduces the loss.
